New Yorkv July 19.—The excursion 


Bloop Roxana. carrying 22 passen- 
gers, was capsized 
by a sudden 


squall in lower New York bay, 10 of 
the .passengers, including two young 
girls, being drowned.

tain of the Roxana and the 12 sur- 
vivors, the rescue being attended 
with great difficulties in the rough 
and choppy seas. 


The Roxana, with her skipper. Cap- 


tain Samuelson, was chartered at TJ1- 
mer Beach. Brooklyn, by a party 
from Brooklyn, for a sail across the 
bay to Midland Beach, Staten Island, 
and back. The "first leg of the voy- 
age was made without mishap and all 
hands piled a shore to make merry. 
Beer was served, and some of the 
survivors could give but a hazy ac-. 
count of the accident-

Captain Keyes saw 
the sloop heel over in the gust and 
fail to come back. Instantly he head- 
ed for the spot where the Roxana 
had been but before he could reach 
her 10 of the passengers had gone 
down to watery graves.

Amateur Has Thrilling Ride In 


Curtiss Machine. 


ATTACKED WITH STAGE FRIGHT 


NEW MINISTER FROM 


U. S. TO CHINA 


Loses Control of Motor and Plunges 


to Ground From Elevation of Thir- 
ty feet—Alexander Williams Es- 
capes With Broken Arm, Dislocated 
Thumb and Few Minor Injuries. 
Saw Visions of Collision With Oth- 
er Air Craft In Rapid Descent. 


New 
York, July 
19.—Alexander 


Williams, member of the Xew York 
Aeronautic society, which recently 
purchased from Glenn H. Curtiss the 
aeroplane in which he made his suc- 
cessful flights last week, attempted 
to make a flight on Hempstead plain, 
at Mineola, and as a result the aero- 
plane is almost a total wreck and 
Williams is laid up with a broken 
arm, 
dislocated thumb and a number 


of minor bruises in various portions 
of his anatomy. 


While \\llliams had driven many 


an automobile, is familiar with gas 
engines and is somewhat of a ma- 
chinist, he seemed to lose complete 
control of himself as the aeroplane 
soared upward, and when it had at- 
tained a height of 30 feet the craft 
careened 
sharply 
to 
the 
right, 


swooped toward the earth and. strik- 
ing on end, turned completely over, 
then rolled on its back. Williams re- 
mained pinned in bis seat. He mut- 
tered that some one had collided 
with him in the air. Witnesses of 
the accident say it was merely a case 
of a man attempting 
something 


which taxes the nerves, the body and 
the brain simultaneously, and that 
Williams simply had stage frighL 


Curtiss Makes Flight. 


His attempted flight followed a 


successful one made by Edward Fos- 
ter V.'illard. also a member of the 
aeronautic society, who remained in 
the air for 28 seconds, making a 
short flight at an average height of 
20 feet. 
Curtiss then took the ma- 


chine and made a beautiful flight 
back to the starting place, cutting 
several sharp turns and ascending at 
one time for more than 100 feet, then 
shooting swiftly downward antil he 
was only 30 feet above the earth. 
The witnesses of this bird-like drop, 
among them A. M. Herring. bJmself 
an aeroplanist of note, say that it 
was extremely spectacular.

HOTOR CYCLE EXPLODES 


Four Spectators Killed at German 


Speed Tests. 


Berlin. July 19.—Four persons were 


killed, more than 20 severely injured 
and a dozen oEhers slightly injured, 
as the result of the explosion of a 
motor cycle and a fire which followed 
it during a cycle race at the old 
Botanic gardens. 


After a few laps the tire on one of 


the pacemakers' motor cycle bursr 
aad the rider lost control. The ben- 
zine exploded in a burst- of fiame and 
the machine leaped into the air and 
hurled 
itself 
against the barrier, 


which broke down. 


The rider was thrown off and fell 


against other competitors, who were 
pitcned to the track, several of them 
being severely injured. So terrific 
was the speed of the motor cycle that 
5t~ continued on = its course after the 
explosion, crashing into the public 
stand, hurling spectators right and 
loft and setting on fire several wom- 
en's dresses. Two women were in- 
stantly kiilt-d and their bodies, satur- 
ated 
with flaming benzine, were 


burned to cinders. 


A panic ensued, in which a great 


number of persons, including chil- 
dren, were badly trampled. Eighteen 
men and four women were seriously 
"injured, two of tte men having since 
died.
